In the hope of reducing; the number of highway accidenls 


and fatalities in Massachusetts F. A. Goodwin, state rcgistrai 
of motor vehicles, lias made ;i ruling compelling all applicants 
for original licenses to drive automobiles to undergo u rigid 
examination by state inspectors. Heretofore only those ap- 
plying for licenses as chauffeurs have had to be examined, lit 
the cases of others licenses were issued- upon the statement 
that the applicants had driven cars 100 miles. 


Registrar Goodwin is convinced that under this system 


many persons have been granted licenses who were not prop- 
erly qualified to operate motor vehicles and that many of the. 
accidents that have occurred are attributable to this fad. 
He 


says the time hascome for more stringent regulations and that 
under the new system no licenses will be granted until the 
authorities are convinced that the applicant is a proper person 
to receive It*. 
Holders of Jicenses will nol be afl'ecled by the 


' new ruling, which'will apply only to persons taking out li- 


censes for the first time. Examinations will be held in.differ- 
ent parts of the slate and due nolicc of Ihc places and dates 
will be give1!!. 
; 


This is good as far as il goes.' There is no real objection lo 


be urged \ngainsl il, but le( none believe thai it will do away 
with highway accidents. 
Noilyng will ever do away willi 


them entirely, but wilhoul doubt'lheir number can be reduced, 
though it will require'something more than examination-of 
applicants for licenses to bring about lhis;desirable ciui. 


There must be severer penalties for reckless driving, whicl^ 


is the greal outstanding cause of Hie larger part of (he casual- <''"»-IMIOHTI 
ties. 
In published -accounts of automobile accidents il is sel- 


dom shown thai.inability to drive a car properly is (he cause. 
On (hec onfrary, il is shown that there was overspceding or 
other recklessness, and'in far too many cases il is shown that 
that Ihc drivers were under Ihc influence of liquor. 
Tlie 


practice of running away after an accident lias occurred is 
more common than it should be. 
Matters of this character are 


far more in cvidefice in most cases,than facts lo show thai (he 
drivers lacked a proper knowledge of tlie way to handle an 
automobile. 


Instead of imposing penalties which might serve lo chock 


these practices Ihc courts in many cases have.imposed, lines 
based, apparently, on (be amount of damage done. As ;i*rule, 
if (he damage is small the tine is light, whereas if reckless 
driving is to be slopped it nuist.be dealt with as an offense in 
itself, whether any damage is done or not. If reckless driving 
were to be severely.penalized in cases in which nq one is'killed 
or injured there would soon be less of il. 


And there is reqson to believe that this course will have to 


be adopted before the highways can be made even reasonably 
safe. It is proper that persons aspiring Jo drive motor vehicles' 
should be made to demonstrate (heir abijity, to operate safely,] 
but something further will still be-necessary, and this is lo 
teach the 'reckless thai the lime when all the rules of safety and 
decency can be violated with impunity is past. 
The fines 


should be stiffened until (hey "hurl," and in especially aggra- 
vated, cases there should be jail sentences. This is Hie only 
medicine likely to eradicate an evil already greal, and steadily 
growing.
